The death penalty is possible un- 
der the indictment in the Cermak 
charge; but should Zangara not be 
convicted or draw a lesser sentence 
he could still be tried for wounding 
Mrs. Gill. 

When Zangara was tried for at- 
tempting to assassinate Mr. Roose- 
velt he scorned efforts to help him 
and pleaded guilty. He drew four 
20-year sentences for the attempted 
assassination and for wounding 
three of the victims struck by his. 
wild bullets.

WASHINGTON, March 7.— A 
reading of the Trading With the 
Enemy Act and the annotations 
of decisions under it discloses that 
although the Supreme Court haa 
upheld the act as a “war-time mea- 
sure,” the court has not had occas- 
ion to pass upon the extension of 
its broad powers to peace time, as 
applied by President Roosevelt in 
his proclamation closing the banks. 

At the White House today it was 
said that President Roosevelt him- 
se ad discovered two months ago 
the war-time law which permit- 
ted the issuance of the bank holi- 
day proclamation. According to 
White House attaches, the legality 
of the proclamation was approved 
by Attorney-General Cummings, 
Senator Carter Glass of Virginia 
and Gov. George L. Harrison of 
the New York Federal Reserve 
Bank. 

The court decisions on the “Trad- 
ing With the Enemy” law show, 
first, that the validity of the act 
was upheld under the power 
granted to Congress in Article I, 
section 8 of the Constitution, “To 
declare war, grant letters of 
marque and reprisal and make 
rules concerning captures on 
land and water,” and, second, that 
it has been construed as “strictly 
a war measure.” 

“During the Present War.” 

Throughout the act there appear 
from time to time such limiting 
phrases as “during the present 
war,” and “until the termination of 
Such a phrase does not 


regulate or prohibit, under such 
rules and regulations as he may 
prescribe, by means of licenses or 
otherwise, any transactions in for- 
eign exchange and the export, 
hoarding, melting or earmarking of 
gold or silver coin or bullion or 
currency.” (Note—Here the Presi- 
dent’s quotation of the act in his 
proclamation ended. The text 
proceeds as follows) “transfers of 
credit in any form (other than 
credits relating solely to transac- 
tions to be executed wholly within 
the United States), and transfers 
of evidences of indebtedness or of 
the ownership of property, bétween 
the United States and any. foreign 
country, whether enemy, ally of 
enemy, or otherwise, or between 
residents of one or more foreign 
countries, by any person within the 
United States; and for the purpose 
of strengthening, sustaining’ and 
broadening the market for bonds 
and certificates of indebtedness of 
the United States, of preventing 
frauds upon the holders thereof, 
and of protecting such holders, he 
may investigate and regulate by 
means of licenses or otherwise (un- 
til the expiration of two years after 
the date of the termination of the 
present war with the Imperial Ger- 
man Government) any transactions 
in such bonds or certificates by or 
between any person or persons; 
“Provided, that nothing contained 
in this subdivision (b) shall be 
construed to confer any power to 
prohibit the purchase or sale for 
cash, or for notes eligible for dis- 
count at any Federal Reserve bank, 
of bonds or certificates of indebted-

The three bills passed at Albany 
early today, in a rush of bi-partisan 
co-operation, give the Governor su- 
preme power to supersede all pres- 
ent laws governing banking or in- 
surance and new power to the 
banking superintendent, Joseph A. 
Broderick, and the insurance super 
intendent, George 8. Van Schaick. 

What Bills Provide. 

The bills, signed by the Governor 
today, give Broderick, with ap- 
proval of two-thirds of the banking 
board, power to revoke, revise or 
suspend any banking regulation, or 
order any method of banking con- 
trol. Any bank officer can be sus- 
pended. 

The insurance superintendent gets 
similar power over insurance regu- 
lations, including power to revoke 
or revise premiums, benefits, divi- 
dends and lending powers. 

Their acts are subject to veto by 
Lehman, who can act independent- 
ly in regard to either insurance or 
banking. The Governor, close 
friend of President Roosevelt, had 
asked for the authority. 

Confusion in New York City. 

The large New York banks 
opened today, provided payrolls 
and funds for other essentials, and 
some accepted deposits, but there 
was much confusion as to proced- 
ure, and some, which opened in the 
morning, decided later that they 
were doing business in violation of 
Gov. Lehman’s holiday, and -closed.

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
after being chosen leader of his 
party, said that “the outlook is for 
a harmonious Democratic majority 
eager to carry out the wishes of its 
President.”

was described as “strictly a war 
measure,” by the Supreme Court in 
the case of Stoehr vs. Wallace, et 
al, decided Feb. 28, 1921, in which 
the plaintiff alleged his property 
seized by the alien property custo- 
dian had been taken in violation 
of his constitutional rights.

Court said: 

“The Trading with the Enemy 
Act; whether taken as originally en- 
ected Oct. 6, 1917, or as since amend- 
ed, is strictly a war measure and 
finds its sanction in the constitu- 
tional provision, Article I, section 
8, clause II, empowering Congress 
to declare war, grant letters of 
marque and reprisal, and make rules 
concerning captures on land and 
water.“ 

The intention of Congress is fur- 
ther illuminated by an act approved 
April 23, 1918, while the war was 
still in progress, providing that “the 
powers conferred upon the Presi- 
dent by subsection (b) of section 5 
of an act approved Oct. 6, 1917, 
known as the Trading with the Ene- 
my Act, shall, insofar as applicable 
to the exportation from or ship 
ment from or the taking out of the 
United States of silver coin or silver 
bullion, continue until the net 
amount of silver required by sec- 
tion 2 of this act shall have been 
purchased or therein provided.” 

This was to continue the Presi- 
dent’s power over silver if the war 
should end before the Treasury’s 
silver buying operation was com- 
pleted, but it gave no extension as 
to control over gold. 

In his address before the confer- 
ence of Governors yesterday Presi- 
dent Roosevelt indicated he based 
his authority to issue the bank 
holiday prociamation on the fact 
that the Trading with the Enemy 
Act had not been repe led. He 
said: “The old war statute of 1917 
had not been repealed and we used 
it. It was an exceedingly useful 
instrument.”

Ordinance for Improving Budget 
Procedure Passed. 
Aldermen also passed an ordi- 
nance for improvement of munic- 
ipal budget procedure. It was in- 
troduced recently by Alderman 
Kuhs and has been approved by 
the Bureau of Municipal Research. 
An emergency clause was elim- 
inated from the bill, as its provi- 
sions could not have been made 
effective in time to apply for the 
fiscal year of 1933-34. Preparation 
of the budget for the coming fiscal 
year, which starts next month, is 

under way. 

A budget director will be ap- 
pointed by the Comptroller, subject 
to approval of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment.

The 
budget hereafter wili include state- 
ments of proposed expenditures of 
bond and special tax funds as well 
as of municipal revenue—an inno- 
vation.

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AGAIN SENTENCED 
TODIEFORMURDER| 
OF THO TEACHERS, 


Measure Which Will Pro- 


Guilty at His Second 
Trial at Enid, Ok. 


By the Associated Press. 


ENID, Ok., March 7.— Earl Quinn, 


former Missouri convict, tried for 
the second time for the murder of 
two Blackwell school teacher sis- 
ters, was convicted today by a Gar- 
field County jury, which assessed 
the death penalty. 

The same verdict was returned 
two years ago by a Kay County 
jury, but Quinn won a new trial. 

The jury was out about one hour, 
but announcement of the verdict 
was delayed for a time by J. W. 
Bird, District Judge, pending the 
arrival of Quinn’s mother, who 


came from Kansas City to attend 
the trial. 

The defendant, apparently sens- 
ing the extreme verdict because of 
the short deliberation, entered the 
courtroom appearing nervous and 
pale. As the verdict was read, he 
remained calm and lighted a cig- 
arette while his sobbing mother 
kissed him. 

Frank Carter, of the defense, of- 
fered a motion for a new trial in 
the absence of James H. Mathers, 
chief of defense counsel. Judge 
Bird set next Friday, 2:30 p. m., 
for hearing the motion. If it is de- 
nied, Quinn will be formally sen- 
tenced at that time. 

Quinn was held in “death row” 
at McAlester penitentiary for more 
than a year. The new trial with a 
ehange of venue was ordered sev- 
eral weeks ago by the Criminal 
Court of Appeals. 

Quinn’s conviction was in the 
slaying of Miss Jessie Griffith, al- 
though he was charged also with 
slaying her older sister, Zexia. The 
women were shot to death a few 
miles south of Tonkawa on Dec. 28, 
1930. Quinn was arrested several 
months later. 


Jean Quinn, his wife, who attend- 
ed the first trial and gave authori- 
tier information the State consid- 
ered the principal point in the cir- 
cumstantial evidence, did not come 
to Enid. She could not be found. 

As after the former trial and 

conviction the confessed alcohol 
runner accused his wife of “fram- 
ing” him. Officers testified she led 
them to a buried pistol, which the 
State charged was used in the slay- 
ings. 
When the sisters’ bodies ' were 
found near the roadside miles 
from their abandoned automobiles, 
it was determined that Jessie had 
been attacked and then shot to 
death, with her sister.

Health Counselor, Here for Lecture, Says She 


Expects to Live at Least Another 
10 Years. 


Between vigorous puffs on a 


cigaret, Dr. Marie Charlotte de 
Golierg Davenport, health counselor 
to some of the principal figures of 
the flamboyant 3808, related today 
that she was 108 years old, expect- 
ed to live at least another decade 
and didn’t see why anyone “can’t 
go on living indefinitely.” 

An apostle of hygienic living for 
57 years, lecturing all over this 
country, Dr. Davenport waltzed 
about her suite at the Washington 
Hotel, performed calisthenics a 
young girl might envy, and told of 
her recipe for longevity. 

“Constant exercise of both brain 
and body is the key to a long life,” 
she remarked, “but it’s essential 
also to develop an individual philos- 
ophy—a philosophy which is op- 
posed to introspection and doesn't 
build up happiness on other peo- 
ple’s unhappiness. 

“Never get angry. To gét angry 
is as silly as kicking a mule that 
kicks you. Learn self-control. Ac- 
quire the sort of education that 
teaches you to think for yourself. 
Then taste the joy of a world all 
your own.” 

Walks Three Miles a Day. 


Dr. Davenport, who was born in 
Russia, married at 15, widowed at 
16, rewed two years later, widowed 
again at 35, and married again at 
68, usually begins her day with a 
three-mile walk, although she said 
she could cover 10 miles without 
tiring. Her husband, who is 61, a 
native of Richmond, Va., is with 
her. 

During the 17 years covering her 
first two marriages she gave birth 
to 11 sons, the eldest of whom still 
is living at the age of 93. Her 
home is at Geneva, Switzerland, 
where she went after visiting St. 
Louis in 1924 after remarking there 
was in the United States “no de- 
mocracy and too much plutocra-

Uncertainty as to Whether 
America Is Off the Gold 
Standard—Still No Deal- 
ing in Dollars.

LONDON, March 7.—The Bank 
of England today bought £3,282,400 
in bar gold.

LONDON, March 7.--Admittedly 
unable to see their way through 
developments of the next few days, 
the British have adopted an atti- 
tude of watchful waiting vis-a-vis 
the United States banking crisis. 
Neither the dollar nor American 
stocks were quoted in London yes- 
terday, officially or urofficially: 
and where sterling was supplied to 
tourists for currency needs, it was 
with the understanding that the 
final rate of exchange should de- 
pend on that officially quoted Fri- 
day. 

Equal uncertainty prevails as to 
whether the United States still is 
on the gold standard or has de- 
parted therefrom. Most commen- 
tators compromise by informing 
their readers that the United States 
certainly is off the gold standard 
for the duration of the moratorium, 
but probably not permanently. 

Statement by MacDonald. 

In Parliament Prime Minister 
J. Ramsay MacDonald said: 

“The Government is following 
with sympathetic interest the 
serious development in internal 
banking difficulties in the United 
States, but no action by the British 
Government seems to be called for 
at the moment.” 

The utmost uncertainty prevails 
here regarding future developments 
in the United States, and all mar- 

ets are somewhat jumpy, pending 
the time when some, assessment of 
international value for American 
currency can be made. 

Thus, in the foreign exchange 
market yesterday, although the dol- 
lar was not quoted, sterling appre- 
ciated slightly against other gold 
currencies, while gold mining shares 
at first sagged and then recovered, 
5 rumors swept the Kaffir mar- 

et. 

Increase in Gold Supply. 

One tourist agency here cashed 
travelers’ checks at $3.62 to the 
pound, but it was explained that this 
represented a gamble on the agen- 
cy’s part, being undertaken primar- 
ily for the convenience of custom- 
ers, and in no way reflected any 
true approximation of the dollar’s 
worth. Other agencies charged 
34.86 with the promise of adjust- 
ment when rates are quoted official- 
ly again. 

Inasmuch as the Bank of England 
even yesterday added another 2,- 
000,000 pounds ($6,920,000 as of last 
Friday) to its gold stock, it does 
not appear that England's highest 
financial authorities favor any com- 
plete demonetization of gold. The 
general opinion here is that the Gov- 
ernment spokesmen merely will 
iterate that they are not prepared 
to recommend a definite and ir- 
revocable return to gold until they 
are satisfied that the standard will 
work better than it has in the past. 


WORLD PROBLEM 
MAY DEVELOP, 
GENEVA THINKS

BASEL, March 7.—Officials of 
the Bank for International Settle- 
ments are considerably encouraged 
by the fact that Amsterdam, Brus- 
sels and Paris reported public opin- 
ion as continuing to react calmly 
to the American banking situation, 
and that rumors of panicky efforts 
to buy gold in these countries had 
failed to materialize. ö 

European opinion, according to 
information reaching here, is di- 
vided into two camps, with respect 
to the effect on the gold standard 
in America of a solution of the 
banking crisis there.

AUSTRIANS ACCLAIM HITLER, 
WANT UNION WITH GERMANY 


Movement to Join Two Countries Is Renewed 


at Many Mass Meetings of 
National Socialists. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, March 7.—The move- 
ment for a union of Austria and 
Germany—a frequent cause of 
alarm in neighboring countries 
since the World War—gained new 
impetus today. Hitlerites held 
mass meetings throughout Austria 
last night, acclaiming the victory 
of Austrian-born Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler in the German elections. 

The question was debated wheth- 
er parliamentary Government had 
been eliminated here. Officers em- 
powered to call Parliament in ses- 
sion resigned Saturday after a 
stormy meeting over treatment of 
railway workers. The semi-official 
newspaper Reichspost said Parlia- 
ment had “abolished itself,” and 
that not even President Miklas 
could reassemble it. 

Attacking the opposition on a 
charge that it was evading new 
elections, Alfred Frauemfeld, Na- 
tional Socialist leader, threatened 
force unless voting is permitted. 

“Our Chancellor is not Engelbert 
Dolifuss, our Chancellor is Adolf 
Hitler,” he told 20,000 National So- 
cialists gathered here. Other 
speakers warned the opposition 
that it was too late to talk of “le- 
gality.” 


“One people and one Reich,” was 


the slogan of the gatherings. 

Chancellor Dollfuss has full pow- 
ers of Government since the in- 
definite adjournment of Parlia- 
ment. His Christian Social party 
lacked a majority in Parliament 
and was compelled to unite with 
other groups for control. 


Austria and Germany entered 
into a customs union in March, 
1931. It was renounced six months 
later after France, England, Italy 
and Czecho-Slovakia pointed out 
the peace treaty with Austria after 
the World War forbade any finan- 
cial or economic agreement, di- 
rectly or indirectory, affecting Aus- 
trian independence. 

The World Court ruled, by an 8 
to 7 vote, that the customs union 
was illegal, with the American, 
Frank B. Kellogg, among dissent- 
ing Judges. 

The Austrian Parliament agreed 
not to revive any similar scheme 
for union with Germany in return 
for the $43,000,000 League of Na- 
tions loans recently ratified by 
participating nations. 

The dissection of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire after the war 
and resultant weakening of Austria 
spurred the movement for the 
Germanic union. j

One person was killed and 23 
were wounded in several disturb- 
ances during the coup. 

Gen. Plastiras resigned from the 
dictatorship, having achieved his 
object of precenting the establish- 
ment of a Government under the 
Royalist leader, Panayoti Tsaldaris. 

Gen. Othonaios, the new Premier, 
announced his sole object was res- 
toration of order and he hoped to 
remain in power only a short time.

LAST CHANCE FOR THE BAR BILL. 


Unless the Judiciary Committee of the State Senate, 
which nſeets today, reports favorably upon the State 
bar bill, there can be no reform of the bar instituted 
in Missouri this year. ‘ 

The gentlemen who control the Legislature mew, 
consider whethér or not they can afford to have 
bin tall. It has not been many years since the for- 
mal effort to reform criminal procedure in the State 
was defeated. A new code was submitted by an em! 
nent body of lawyers headed by the late Herbert 8. 
Hadley. Then, as now, the objection was that the 
strictures proposed were too severe, that they would 
limit the freedom of the bar. 

In the years since that movement failed, the growth 
of evil practices in the legal -profession, and the in- 
creasing power of those engaging in them, have im- 
mensely emboldened the criminal.world. The Grand 
National Bank case brought the matter to a climax. 
In that case, the practice of law crossed the border 
line between law and lawlessness. Bonds valued at 
$824,0000 were returned for a price of $140,000. This 
ransom was negotiated out of the knowledge of the 
police. When a dispute as to insurance arose, Judge 
Charles B. Davis of the Federal Court in the Eastern 
District of Missouri threw the case out of court. 
After relating what had happened, and retracing the 
long course of negotiations, Judge Davis said: 

This lawsuit arises as a result of the recov- 
ery of stolen property in the manner above stat- 
ed. The plaintiff states that the bonds having 
been restored to defendant, it is entitled to be 
reimbursed for having paid the loss. The de 
fendant states that it has been compelled to make 
the entire outlay for the recovery of the securi- 
ties, and that the insurance company is obliged, 
under the terms of the indemnity contracts, to 
pay its pro rata share of the expenses of restor- 
ing the bonds. Consequently, the Court is asked 
to determine rights and duties that arise as a re- 
sult of the recovery, in the manner above stated, 
of the property lost in the robbery. This trans- 
action being contrary to an enlightened public 
policy, is it the duty of the Court to determine 
the rights of the parties as they appear at the 
consummation of the undertaking? The plaintiff 
and the defendants equally participated in this 
transaction, and the rule is clear. Under such 
circumstances, the law affords no relief to either 
party, but leaves them in the position they have 
placed themselves. “He that makes his bed ill, 
lies there.” 


The multiplication of rackets in the practice of law 
has at last aroused reputable lawyers all over the 
country. Ten states have incorporated the bar for 
the purpose of discipline in the organization. In 
Missouri, the State Bar Association and the St. Louis 
Bar Association have joined in the attempt to in- 
corporate tM bar. This bill was twice defeated in the 
House. It failed the last time by only five. votes. 

The remaining chance for the reform is in the 
Senate. A hearing was held on the bill a week ago, 
but there has been no report. The bill is still in the 
Judiciary Committee. It is said that the Senate is 
for it; that the House would like to have another 
vote on it is well known. Gov. Park has said that 
he will support it. If he does not do so, his admin- 
istration cannot escape responsibility for the failure 
of the bill. The Democrats are in entire control at 
Jefferson City. In session now for two months, they 
have still to convince the voters of Missouri that they 
are for a new deal. 

The State bar bill would be a new deal. It would 
put the State upon the side of the men who blush 
for their profession. It is sophistry to say that the 
bill favors corporation lawyers. The bar would 
have as much right to discipline corporation lawyers 
as it would have to discipline all other lawyers. It 
is beside the point to say that power under such an 
incorporation may fall into the clutches of tyrants. 
The profession itself has every necessary protection 
against it. 

No other measure before the Legislature is so im- 
portant. No other means so much to life and prop- 
erty in the State. In no other proposal before the 
session is the Democratic administration so frankly 
faced by its responsibility. 

Pass the State bar bill! 
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END OF A WORLD FORUM. 


There will be no Institute of Politics at Williams- 
town this year. After sponsoring 12 annual meet- 
ings, the board of advisers has come to the conclu- 
sion that the institute cannot go on without a perma- 
nent endowment. This announcement will be re- 
ceived with regret in many quarters. The interna- 
tional character of the addresses and discussions has 
made the Berkshire-set college campus a kind of in- 
ternational capital for several weeks each summer. 
Scores of distinguished leaders in international af- 
fairs and the social sciences have taken part in the 
institute’s deliberations. What they have said has 
not only helped shape passing public opinion, it has 
become a part of the literature of the subjects con- 
cerned. Since the war, the Institute of Politics has 
stood in the forefront of agencies which have worked 
to bring the members of the family of nations closer 
together. The world is indebted to Dr. Harry A. Gar- 
field for his devotion to his idea. 
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GERMANY UNDER A DICTATOR. 


With the triumph of Adolf Hitler’s Nationalist 
group at the polls, Germany is well on its way to a 
Fascist dictatorship. The Nazis themselves won 288 
seats in the new Reichstag, 36 short of a majority of 
the body’s membership of 647. The Nationalists, their 
collaborators of the extreme right, elected 52 mem- 
bers, furnishing a majority if the two factions can 
continue working together. The Hitler group’s re- 
pressive measures in the election were directed chief- 
ly at the Communists, with the result that their rep- 
resentation fell from 100 to 81. The moderate par- 
ties virtually held their own: the Centrists gained 
four seats, and the Social Democrats and State party 
lost only two. Should the Reichstag meet, which is 
unlikely, the moderates would be helpless against the 
Hitler group, particularly if the threat to expel the 
Communist members is carried out. 

So the world is about to witness the virtual junk- 
ing of the German Constitution and the regime of a 
demagogue as dictator over a people that expelled its 
monarchy and chose republican government less than 
15 years ago. Yet it is too early to say that democ- 
racy is dead in Germany, for the task of establishing 
popular government in European nations long in the 
grasp of monarchy is a vast one. In France, for in- 
stance, the revolution began in 1789, and it was not 
until 1871, or 82 years later, that the present republic, 
the third, was established. The post-war Buropean 
republics find themselves today, with few exceptions, 
in the fron hands of dictators. ~

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5 THE BANK AS A TRUSTEE. 
Justice Brandeis tells in his book, “Other People’s 
Money,” how the bank, originally a trustee, ranged 
into the realms of speculation and promotion with 
results that have made the banking systems of other 
countries shine by comparison. 

There is no serious disagreement in the country 
that we cannot go on with such a system, but Busi- 
ness Week makes the very excellent point that it 
is not our banking system alone that is at fault. 
This McGraw-Hill publication says: 

It is granted that laws cannot do the whole 
job of improving banking in the United States. 
As one Senator remarked, there are no laws 
against a bank's security affiliate’s selling bonds 
to clients after its own staff reported adversely 
on them. There is no law against huge bonuses 
to bank officials. There is no law against mak- 
ing loans to officers of a bank without interest 
all this, of course, shown in testimony of Na- 
tional City Bank officials. The reason there are 
no laws against such things is that no law maker 
ever imagined such laws might be necessary. 
And the Senator doubts if the imagination of 
Congress ever can anticipate all of the queer 
things certain types of bankers can think of 
during the infection of a boom. 

It was believed that the Federal Reserve System 
established by the Wilson administration would pre- 
vent recurrence of the panics which in 1895 had de- 
livered Cleveland into the hands of Morgan, and in 
1907 had at last cast that most powerful of all bank- 
ers in heroic mold. This notwithstanding, as Justice 
Brandeis says, it was Morgan who carried banking 
into promotion and speculation. John K. Winkler 
says in “Morgan the Magnificent”: 

The panic of 1907 marked the end of an era. 
The masters of capital realized that they must 
radically reconstruct their methods, if not their 
morals. The great banking groups must smooth 
out rivalries and knit into closer communion con- 
trol of money and credit. “Safe” men must for- 
ever rule the kingdom of gold. 

We are afraid Mr. Winkler was too optimistic. 
As we have seen, Charles E. Mitchell was too power- 
ful for the Federal Reserve system. Senator Glass 
said Mitchell was “more responsible than all others 
for the excesses that resulted in disaster.” He also 
said Mitchell, in placing $25,000,000 on the call money 
market when the board was trying to cufb specula- 
tion, “had slapped the Federal Reserve Board in the 
face.” 

Let us hope that the present panic has ended that 
era. It depends upon President Roosevelt and the 
new Congress. Their predecessors have left a per- 
fect set-up for them. | 
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A SPARTAN COMMUNITY. 


We cite as a community of Spartan fortitude the 
town of La Plata, Mo. In a rate dispute with the 
Missouri Power & Light Co. last fall, La Plata, 
rather than pay what it deemed an exorbitant fee 
for street lighting, ordered the lights turned out. 
Since then, the moon has illuminated La Plata's 
streets and, when that orb is obscured, the townsfolk 
guide their steps with flashlights and old-fashioned 
hand lanterns. 

Of the merits of this particular controversy, we 
are not informed, but it is a notorious fact that util- 
ity rates have not gone down in proportion to other 
prices in the depression. Many communities take 
the utilities’ obduracy lying down. Not so La Plata. 
It prefers darkness to subjection. The Public Ser- 
vice Commission is to hear La Plata’s story at a hear- 
ing on March 29. In the meantime, as is inevitable 
in disputes of this nature, La Plata is considering 
a municipally-owned power plant. 

Will the utilities learn to readjust their attitude to- 
ward the public, or will a hundred thousand battles 
of La Plata be necessary before the public gets a 
square deal? 
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“I think we are on the bottom,” says Mr. Woodin,

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THE CURTAIN FOR McKITTRICK. 


Attorney-General McKittrick has made a mess of 
the inquiry into the affairs of the Highway Depart- 
ment. He has dragged it out interminably, and late- 
ly has been snooping around among such trivialities 
as restaurant checks and expense accounts of sub- 
ordinates, and his attitude toward some of the wit- 
nesses has been unpardonably discourteous and quite 
unworthy the dignity of his office. His behavior at 
times has been such as would have been severely rep- 
rimanded in any court of record. ; 

We have believed, and still believe, there was oc- 
casion for this inquiry. For example, the fact, de- 
veloped in the beginning, of the identical bids sub- 
mitted by various cement firms supposedly compet- 
ing for the department's business. The tire compa- 
nies, too, turned in identical bids. The gravel con- 
tract may be open to criticism, and the gasoline con- 
tract, too. But nobody is going to get excited over 
the discovery that an employe of the Highway De- 
partment entertained somebody at dinner, or attend- 
ed a convention, or even installed a radio in his car; 
nobody, excepting the Attorney-General, whose bursts 
of rage, after many repetitions, have become tiresome 
tantrums. 

It is unnecessary to say that the management of 
our great road enterprise has been regarded with 
pride by the people of Missouri and looked upon 
with envy by other states. Yet it is conceivable that 
the commission has grown a bit complacent as the 
project neared completion, that it has left too much 
to departmental heads, that it has not been so alert- 
ly on the job as it was supposed to be. We say that 
is conceivable, but it has not been proved. And noth- 
ing of any moment will be found or proved along 
the cheese-paring tangents the investigation is now 
raving and ranting.

A Good Crisis 


HE American people have at last had 
1. lucky break. The culminating crisis 

of the depression has occurred at the 
precise moment when they are in the best 
possible position to take advantage of it. 

The banking crisis which came to a head 
Friday has made the radical reconstruction 
of the banking system on national lines pos- 
sible and necessary. The suspension of gold 
payments, which is the unavoidable resuit 
of this crisis, has made it possible and neces- 
sary for the United States to consider freely 
and deiiberately what is to be its future 
monetary policy. The inauguration of Mr. 
Roosevelt has brought to the presidency a 
man who is fresh in mind and bold in spirit, 
who has instantly captured the confidence 
of the people, whose power to act in the 
emergency will not be questioned. 

There are good crises and there are bad 
crises. Every crisis breaks a deadlock and 
sets events in motion. It is either a dis- 
aster or an opportunity. A bad crisis is one 
in which no one has the power to make 
good use of the opportunity and, therefore, 
it ends in disaster. A good crisis is one in 
which the power and the will to seize the 
opportunity are in being. Out of such a 
crisis come solutions. 

The present crisis is a good crisis,

The closing of the banks has made evi- 
dent to the whole nation, as no amount of 
argument could, that the American banking 
system is radically defective. 
defects in ordinary times would have been 
the work of years. But with the banks 
closed, it has become imperative to open 
them, and it is self-evident that they can- 
not be opened except under Federal control 
and with Federal assistance. Thus the Na- 
tional Government is compelled by the force 
of circumstances to do what it has long been 
desirable that it should do. 

It is compélied to replace our 49 separate 
banking systems by a unified national sys- 
tem. This does not mean that the new sys- 
tem cannot and should not have a very large 
measure of local and regional autonomy. It 
does mean that the ultimate regulation and 
control of all banks must be nationally de- 
termined. 

That this is the necessary outcome is due 
to the fact that the banks cannot be re- 
opened without the Federal Government, in 
some form or other, assuming the responsi- 
bility for the liquidity of some part at least 
of the bank deposits and for the

forced off, it is now entitled, without being 
open to any charge of breach of contract, 
to consider calmly and deliberately, as an 
act of policy, under what conditions it will 
return to an international standard. 

That this creates a new situation in the 
world is clear, and I for one do not feel that 
I begin to understand all its immense com- 
plications. But this much seems evident: 
The bases of our forthcoming negotiations 
with Great Britain have been radically 


changed and the whole policy directed to the 


world economic conference has to be recon- 


sidered.

Until last week, the central fact in the 
position was that Great Britain, with a man- 
aged currency, managed quite properly in 
the British interest, was dealing with a 
United States whose currency was fastened 
to the international value of gold. Now we, 
too, will have a managed currency, and 
when we come to negotiate, we shall be on 
equal terms and free to set up the best 
international standard which it is possible 
to agree upon. 

That some measure of inflation is now 
certain might as well be clearly realized. 
The reopening of the banks will require a 
willingness to expand the currency adequate 
to assure depositors that they could, if they 
wish it, convert some part of their deposits 
into cash. That assurance, combined with 
strong measures of control over all banks, 
is almost certainly the one way to end the 
panicky desire to convert deposits into cash. 
For when everybody can convert, the desire 
to convert will end. It is the fear that they 
will not be able to convert which causes the 
people to demand cash. Nor is that all. The 
financing of the Government's deficit, which 
temporarily at least must be enlarged to pro- 
vide more adequate relief for distress, will 
also require monetary expansion.

Slam Tries on Freak Hands 
Over One No Trump 


F your partner has bid one no 
trump and your hand has some 
such freakish distribution as 
6-5-2-0 or 6-6-1-0, and also contains 
an ace and in 
all two primary 
tricks, you- are 
entitled to hope 
for a slam. How- 
ever, do not 
overlook the 
likelihood that 
others at the 
table may hold 
freak hands; -so 
ascertain that 
your partner has 
good support for 
one of your suits 
before you as- 
sume too much. 
First obtain 
knowledge of the ace situation in 
the usual manner; bid your second 
suit, and then your void, proceeding 
in the same manner as with two 
five-card suits. The first requisite 
for a forcing take-out—possession 
of an ace—always is necessary, and 
your first suit must be headed by 
ace-jack or king-queen; you need 
not, however, worry about the rest 
of it if your hand contains two pri- 
mary tricks. With 
Sp. AJxxxx Dt KQxxx 
Hts. xx CL 
three spades may be bid over one 
no trump. The bidding will prob- 
ably continue; three no trumps, 
four diamonds. 


The Opening Bidder Must Make a 
Decision. 

If the opening bidder now bids 
four no trumps, make your cue bid 
of five clubs so that the hand can 
be signed off in five of which ever 
of your two suits your partner pre- 
fers. If he bids four spades over 
four diamonds. bid five clubs and 
now your partner must perceive 
that the slam hinges on the heart 
situation. With K J x in hearts, 
he must sign off at five spades, 
since the lead will be through his 
hand. With K x or A x x he 
can slam in spades for you. Your 
off suit will enable you to discard 
the necessary losers from his hand, 
and then ruff once, which is the 
most that will be needed. 

If over your four diamonds he 
bids five in that suit, you must bid 
five spades; you cannot afford to 
cue in clubs as then there would be 
no possibility of signing off at five, 
as your partner would wish to do 
if he had no immediate control of 
both unbid suits. Over your five 
spades your partner would still be 


justified ih bidding six for you with 
Sp. K10x Dl. AIX 


Hits. Axx CL KQxx 
as your bidding has told him that 
you have eleven (or possibly twelve) 
cards in two suits, and his own 
holdings guarantee that you will 
obtain the lead not later than the 
second trick. If his heart holding 
were A J 10 and his clubs were 
K J x x, he should bid six no 
trumps. With the lead thus com- 
ing up to his hand, this contract 
can hardly be in danger. At worst 
a spade finese or drop will, if suc- 
cessful, give you your slam, assum- 
ing that they have cashed their ace 
of clubs in time. 

Seven-Card Suits. 

A seven-card suit opposite a Sims 
no trumper is in itself a freak. You 
need only ascertain the ace situa- 
tion in order to bid boldly. If that 
suit is headed by ace-ten or king- 
jack, and the hand contains an 
ace and in all two primary tricks, 
you have all that should be needed 
to slam provided the enemy do not 
hold two aces. The relentless dis- 
carding will destroy any other pro- 
tection they are likely to hold.

OVERNOR PINCHOT has a 
Greer Amos, and a sister, An- 

toinette. Antionette, who be- 
came Lady Alan Johnstone of Lon- 
don after her brilliant “coming-out” 
in fashionable Gramercy Park, 
New York, some years ago, has 
often been compared to Lady Astor 
because of her lion’s share in Brit- 
ish politics. 

She it was who elected her hand- 
some son, Harcourt, to Parliament 
in 1928, making him, at the age of 
25, one of the youngest Parliamen- 
tarians in England. 

Amos Pinchot is the father of 
Gifford II and Rosamond. At pres- 
ent he is living out on his ranch 
in Montana, where he refuses to 
commit himself on the fate of his 
daughter-in-law and son-in-law, 
Janine and William. 

Though he has spent much of his 
time abroad and at the family man- 
sion in Milford, Pennsylvania, 
Amos is essentially a New Yorker, 


‘for through his activities there he 


acquired the reputation of being a 
millionaire radical publicist and an 
incorrigible wit. 

Only last fall this waggish broth- 
er of the Governor of the Keystone 
State lampooned President Hoover 
in a two-act burlesque which he 
called “General Goober at the Bat- 
tle of Anacostia.” The other leaders 
of the country also “got theirs” in 
this skit. 

Today, as always, Amos Pinchot, 
who bears a striking resemblance 
to his lean, bronzed brother, stands 
for progressive thought and free 
speech even when it means align- 
ing himself against his brother's 
party. When Hoover ran against 
Smith, Amos rooted for Al. 

This steadfast champion ef free- 
dom.was married to Gertrude Min- 
turn of New York some years ago. 
But something went wrong, and 
after a secret divorce—she was 
given the custody of the two chil- 
dren, Rosamond and Gifford II— 
Amos, at the age of 46, married 
Ruth Pickering, a 27-year-old Vas- 
sar graduate, in 1919. 

With this unusual background, 
nothing which the younger géner- 
ation of Pinchots do should really 
come as a surprise. If the elders 
go in for the spéctacular, certainly 
the offspring may be expected to 
follow suit. 

Rosamond startled the world be- 
fore her brother had a chance to. 
While he was stud} at Yale, 
where his father and his distin- 
guished uncle had gone before him, 
Rosamond to be réturn- 
ing from Europe on the Aquitania 
with her mother.

the tall athletic girl, with the curly 
ash-blond hair, the large blue eyes 
and dark eyebrows, and immediate- 
ly grabbed her to play the part of 
the Nun in “The Miracle.” 

Then began four strenuous years 
playing one role. 


But “The Miracle” did not last 
forever and a new part was not 
forthcoming. She tried playing 
stock in Rochester for a short 
time and then decided to go out 
on her own. She was tired of be- 
ing a Pinchot—she would go out 
west incognito and see what she 
could do. 

Alone and independent she went 
to California, where she lived in an 
obscure boarding house and got 
job in a peach cannery. She sorted 
countless thousands of peaches and 
then went on to Fresno, where she 
picked figs and raisin grapes for 
several months. 

Her spree had shown her that she 
did not have to be dependent on the 
Pinchot name and money; she went 
in for photography for a short time. 

But Reinhardt had not forgotten 
her and in 1927 he called her to 
Salzburg, where he was staging a 
Shakespearian festival. She made 
a tremendous hit as Hippolyta in 
“Midsummer Night’s Dream.“ 

Further triumphs came to the 
girl shortly thereafter in “Every- 
man” and “Danton’s Death.“ 

Of Rosamond’s performance in 

the latter, a Viennese critic wrote: 
“This girl incarnates the sugges- 
tion and willingness of everything 
that buds. She incarnates spring 
about to bloom.” 
In the meantime, Brother Gifford 
had had enough of Yale and had 
come on to Columbia University. 
There he took up the study of arch- 
itecture, and later set himself up 
in business as a manufacturer and 
importer of linens, silks, shawls and 
scarfs. 

No one expected Rosamond to get 
married, for she had scorned the 
idea several times. However, Cupid 
intervened in the person of William 
Gaston, son of a prominent New 
England financier. In January of 
1928 Rosamond Pinchot became his 
wife at a secret wedding in West 
Chester, Pa. :

During the Bull Moose campaign 
Gifford Pinchot, who was thought 
of as a confirmed bachelor, met 
young Cornelia Bryce, the great- 
granddaughter of Peter Cooper, 
Mayor of New York. They were 
married in an elaborate ceremony 
in 1914. ' 

Cornelia was a born politician— 
she had learned all the tricks of 
the trade from her father—and she 
spurred her husband to run for 
United States Senator from Penn- 
sylvania against Boies Penrose, 
said, 
“At least you have tried.” 

Then in 1922 when Pinchot cam- 
paigned for himself as Governor of 
Pennsylvania, winning the hearts 
of the voters as he toured the 


State in an open touring car, hat in 
hand, Cornelia helped him ener- 
getically. 

At the end of the first term the 
Pinchots looked about them for a 
new diversion. They hit on a good 
idea; they would take their yacht 
and their young son and go on a 
cruise to the Galapagos Islands in 
the South Seas. 

There they made excellent mov- 
ing pictures of rare sea animals, 
and when they returned they re- 
galed the populace with tales of 
amusing and hazardous adven- 
tures. 

When the gubernatorial election 
came around again, Gifford Pinchot 
campaigned again in his rough 
tweeds, his colored shirts and soft 
collars, capturing his audiences by 
his distinguished appearance, his 
intelligent phraseology and his cul- 
tured bearing. Today he is in the 
executive mansion at Harrisburg, 
rooting for reform.

Preventing Rickets. 


ROM the Department of Pedia- 
Fele of the University of Ten- 

nessee college of medicine re- 
cently came a study evaluating dif- 
ferent methods by which the pre- 
vention of rickets can be achieved. 
About 250 normal babies were 
studied in groups for an approxi- 
mate period of two years. 
It was found that either cod 
liver oil in doses of two or three 
teaspoonfuls daily or viosterol in 
doses of eight or 10 drops daily 
exert a definite influence against 
the development of rickets, and by 
either treatment severe or even 
moderately marked rickets was pre- 
vented in babies who lived in good 
hygienic surroundings. a 
In spite of tifis treatment, how- 
ever, it was found that a little over 
22 per cent of the children studied 
did develop very mild clinical rick- 


ets.
